Out of thefe records we may read fome 
of the moft remarkable providences that befell theChurch, 
both in the old world before the flood, and in the firft times 
afterit. The hiftory of the firft times after the flood, as 
rouching our prefent purpofe in hand, is as followeth. 
The Ark landed Eaftward firft of the land of Eden, asthe 
text prooves, and Sir, Walter Raleigh doth clear, whofe 
judgment herein is confiderable. Noab audhis three fons 
did dwell there quietly, and profperoufly, multiplying of

not becanfe he knew not the ftrengcth of the fruic of the 
vine,unlefs we fhould think the old world fo foolifh,as not to 
improve the fruit co anufe fo eafily invented,when as they 
sad inventions of far greater confiderations, and d.fiiculcy, 
buc out of an unwatchfulneffe over hisown waies, for che 
humbling of hisown heart, and trial of his Sons; though 
thismay excufe him @ tzzto, becaufe he now began to bean 
-husbandman, as all menufually do in new plartations, 
what ever their occupations were formerly ; for’athe old 
| “A 23g world 
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world Noah was a Father, a Fudge,a Ruler, and eminent in 
the Church, andifhe attended toany occupation manual, 
ic was Carpentry (of which calling our Lord Jefus was ) e- 
{pecially he atcended thereunto fora hundred years before 
the flood, and nore. But his awakeriing and repentance 
was fo deep and fpiritual, as chat the (pirit of prophefie 
came upon him, to difpenceand declare Gos bleilings, and 
works among hischildren, and pofterity. The cime when 
this fell out, was before the great expedition, and fending 
forth of Sem and his Sons( of whichanon ) becaufe all 
the Sons of Noab were yet at home together: andit was af- 
ter Canaan,Coams youngeft Son was borne, becaufe Cham is 
curfed in him, and his pofterity, fhewing, that he was chen, 
as i¢ is probable,an ill qualified, unpromifing, unhappy boy, 
and it might be, he chat firft told his father Cham, yea, and 
it may be uncovered his grandfather, lying in a pofture ca- 
pable of being uncovered, becaufe in him falleth the curfe. 

After thirty yeares cohabitation, orthere abouts, they 
beginningto grow numerous, found not only need co dif- 
perfe and fpread themfelves furcher upon the face of the 


earth, but alfo a defire was in them,efpecially in Sems fami-. 


lie, where the Church moft flourifhed, to vific, and inhabie 
the land of Eden, where the garden of Eden had been, and 
where abouts, it ismoft like Adam, with the other Patri- 
arks, the chief Rulers of the old world had dwelc ; all which 
faving the firft chree, Noah had known, and among whom, 
it is like, he, and his Sons had dwele,which might well breed 
inthem a defire to poffeffe, at leaftrofend forth hisSonsto 
poffeffe thofe defirable places of the earth, andtoleave that 
Eafterne world, the curfed habitation of Caiz and his po- 
fterity, and where the floud-growing fins did firf (pring up, 
as appeareth inthe hiftory of the old world. So great.a 
bufinefs of difperiing themfelves, and removing unto fo re- 
mote a place, noqueftion, did caufe them,with prayers,and 
{acrifices unto the Lord, toconfult ferioufly upon it, the 
iffue of which confulcation was this, that Sem, in whofe 
familie the holy line of the promiied feed was, did firtt 
attempt this removall Wesiward, towards theland of Edex, 
and his Sons with him,unleffe they might go before co beat

> able a mercy of God, that the fon of hope im the holy line, 
being about that time born unto Salah, in whom the pro- 
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the way forthem: Sothat chere was an eminent fending 
forth of people into the new plantation of the old world; 
which didcaufe Arphaxad, in whom the line of the pro- 
mifed feed did run,to call his Son,inwhom they hoped for ae 
the promife, Sbalack, which fignifiesfenc, for their grand-SAalack feos 
father Noah, and cheir father Semin acounfel of the Fa- — - 
thers, did fend forth all the family of Sem weftward,even all 

the five Sons of Sem, namely, Elam, Afleur, Arphixad, Lud, 
and Aram, as after will appear in the poffeffions, and habi- 
tations:they ferled upon. 

The time ofthis great removal, and fending forth was 
between thirty and forty years after the floud, for Arpoaxad 
begat Salah at his fifteenth year , and that fons name bore 
che record of that great enterprife. The fucceffe of this voy- 
ape appeareth inthe Scriprures to be as followeth, E/em,the 
eldeft Soi finding acommodious {ituation about che Eaft 
borders ofthe Perfian gulph ( now fo called ) there he fet- 
led himfelf, and his pofterity, for ic is moft manifeft that 


in that Wefterne expedition : The reft of his brethren a- 
bode in thofe parts above twenty years, butat the laft find- 
ing caufeto profecute the enterprife and plantation of the 
world,which they had been fo fglemnly fent forth about:the 
greatriver Havilak, or Tigris ( which maketh the Perfian 
gulph by emptingit felf into ic) wasa great inipediment 
unto their progfefle, they werea great while,in getting,and 
ufing means to paffe over thar river with their women, and 
lictle ones, with cheir flocks and heards : But at laft by the 
great mercy of God they gor well over,which was fo remark- 


mife was, he called his name in remembrance of chis mercy ae 
Eber, which fignifiech, pafling over. The time of this great, 22" Pal! |g 
and obferveable providence was about the thirtieth year of CY" || 
Salah’s age, thirty years after chey had been ent forth upon 
that expedition, and about the 67. year afterthe floud. — 

Their proceeding in plantation after they had gotren o- 
ver thofe great waters, appeareth to be this, that Abur, the’ 
fecond fon of Sem, took poffeffion of Shinar , that pleafane — 
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and fertil country inthe land of Edex, where afterward 
Nimrod, the rebel, foundhim poffeifed, and out of which 
country he drove him, Gen. 10.11. Arphaxad, the third fon 
of Sem( in whofe family was the line of the promifed feed ) 
weit lower uponthat river,and poffefled Ur ofthe Chaldees 


which appeareth by this,becaufe therethe Church of God 
in that line and family abode untill Aérabam, and out of. 


that country God called him. Aram che fifch fon of Sem fate 
down in the land,afterward called Mefopotamia, I (ay afcer- 
wards focalled, becaufe that is a Greek name, and this poi- 
fefion was tranfa&ed before the confufion of languages, 
when all fpake Hebrew: he caking upthis poffeilion before 
Lud who was his elder brother, didit no doubr, wich his 
confent, who went furcher weftward, and planted himfelf, 
and pofterity in Lydia,the moft wefterly skirt of Sems pofteri- 


ty. And chis is the iffue of che great expidition,upon which - 


all che fons of Shem was fent forch inthe beginning of Salaa 
his daies: All thofe plantations were fecled foon after E- 
ber’s birth, about feventy years after the floud. In all chis 
ftory it isobferveable, that the Church, and its pofterity, 
had a (piric in them to goe weftward, and fo had all the reft 
of the fous of Noah afterwards, as doth appear by. the holy 
ftory, for they mulciplyedin the place of the refting of the 
Arke, but did not fix tchemfelves and pofterity till the earth 
was divided, by a counfel held by the fathers,& given unto 
them for their own poffeflion, only thefe fofenamed fons of 


Sem did fix themfelves in poffeffions, bemg fent forth 


forthat purpofe, asic is faid before. About the time when 
Eber was born or foon after, Nimrod the Rebel was born, 
which appears, Gew. 10. 6, 7, 8. his Father €uj/b was cocta- 
neous with Arp-axad, Cujb had five fons, the fourth of them 
had ewo fons, all borne before Cu? had Nimr.d; fo chat 


Nimrod was rather younger chen the grandchildren of Ar- - 


phaxad and Cufh: now Eber was Arpbaxads srandchilde,and 
therefore Nimrod was fomewhat younger then Eber,and was 
born about, or foon after che time when Ajhur, Arphaxad, 
Lud, & Aram made their new plantations above monrioned: 
aud hence it muft needs appear,that when afterwards Num- 
red drove Afhur out of Shinar, he did very unjufly, and 
Oe aE Fe . ss , aE => : ean is Oy ¢ 
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therefore wascalled’a mighty hunter; Abur 78a good 
man, andofthe Church,but Nimrod called.a hunter before 
the Lord. Gex. 10. 10, 11% Thefe newand fixed planta- 
tions ofthe world had qnietnefs and profperity , for the 
{pace of more then twenty years, until Nimrod made a di- 
Rturbance among them. 
The fame-of the good fucceffe of the wefterne plantations, 
& contentment of the people in their pleafant places,going 
back unto the place of their firft landing of the Arke( fo 
they could not but hold intercourfe ) where Noab, Ham, 
Japhet, and all cheir Sons were yet abiding , not fixed, buc 
waiting, which way they fhould be fent forth to people and 
poffeffe the world: it moved in them an carneft defire to go 
Weftward alfo, which defire was fo effectual, as that they 
did at laftaccomplith their defires, as we fhall hereafter fee. 
- The aged Fathers ( who were Rulers in chief in that pa- 
ternal government ) being flow to fend out the fons of Fa- 
phetyand Ham,as they had done the Sons of Sem,the young 
nen grew impatient of fuch delays,and were madly defirous 
to run into theland of Edew, and being ftiJl curbed, and 
ftayed by the paternal government of the Fathers, Nimrod 
a proud ambitious young man, between twenty, andthirty 
years old,entertained thoughts of caiting off che yoke of the 
paternal government, and would nolonger be curbed from 
his defires of going intothe land of Eden: he foon found 
~acrew of young fellowes like himfelf, that were as weary 
of government as he, and as defirous to goe Weitward, to 
the land of Eder, as he, whereupon much company gathe- 
redto him, and he took upon him tobe their Captain, lea- 
-derand Monarch, changing that form of government which 
had beenin force ever fince the World began, and was ftill 
in force, namely paternal government : but he takes upon 
him Kingly government, gathering up a confufed company 
out ofmany families, whorebelled againf their aged pa~ 
rents,and followed this young upitart,among whom a great 
art of the fons of Ham, and fapbet were, a {catrering thry 
see out of moft.of the Eafterne people, having this advan- 
tage,that they all fpake one language, out of what coait fo- 
ever they came Gen. 11,1. that language was Hebrew,which 
Ms gb i the 
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the old world, before the floud did univerfally fpeak, being 
neceflary. in the paternal sovernment thereof, and thé 4 


new world alfo,uncil the confufion of Babel. The end, &{cope 
of this enterprife was not to make war, the new world yet 
knew nowar, but theirendswere to break away from their 


“ig 


Fathers to goe dwell in the land of Edex, and co change go- _ 
vernment, or rather to caft off the paternal government, — 


without contidering ofthe iffue of fucha change. The rebel- 
lious company of youth marched along from the Eajt, Nim- 
rod being their Caprain,and arived at Shinar,a place where 
Ajher and his pofterity had been planted before Nimrod 
was born; they take likeing to that place, and there would 
dwell; Ajbur refufeth,and pleadeth his true poffeflion, & that 
bythe authority of the Fathers, who had fent them forth 
cothat purpofe, and therefore they had no right to difpo- 
fefschem, efpecially not being fent forth by the connfel of 
the Fathers fo todo: but the young proud men put little 
weight in Ajbers being fent by the Fat ers, from whofe au- 
thority they had broken away, and having fo much hight of 
mind, and wickednefs, as to break the fift conimandement, 
and was aslittle careful to be ruled by the juftice of the 
eighth: no bonds of juftice can bind them,whom the awe of 
authority cannot bind, and therefore there they would 
dwell. And not onely fo, but that they would no longer be 
governed by the Fathers, but chey would havea Prince to 
governethem, and Nimrod fhould be the man. Afhur teeing 
chis divifion grow high, and great, and full of danger, and 
fearing it might come to fome violence, and blood at laft, 
like awife and godly man he departed out of that land, he, 
aud his, and wentinto another country, and that he na- 
med after his own name, Affyria, and there hebutle cities. 
And now Nimrod began to reigne as King, andthe firfta& 
he did after he was thus made their King, was to build cities 
rac, Accad, and Calneh, in the land of Shinar, Gen. ro. 


io. Though this great diftemper was fo far quieted by the 


wifdome , and felt denial of Ajbur, in giving place to this 
boiftrous crew of rebellious youth,yet there were great di- 


_Vifions ftill,by reafon that the two families of Ham and Fa~ 


phet, had not cheir habitationsand poffeffions affignedthem 
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by the Fathers, as che family of Semhad, which troubles 
were not appeafed, untila great counfel of cheFachers fate 
upon this bufineffe, and agreed upon the divifion and di- 
ftribution of che whole earth. Men of new plantations are 
{ubje& to much difreft, and unquietneffe,until all common 
lands be divided,an humor which after nations have no oc- 
cafion to fee into.And though I have on the by touched this 
grave counfel of the Fathers, andthe quieting conclufion 
they made, yet I have not brought downthe ftory of thefe 
times fo far: befidescthe unfettlement of thofe two fami- 
dies, for want of their portion inthe divifion of the earth: 
Nimrods rebellion brought che world into a great difturbance 
and tended to whet up the family of Ham(of which he Was) 
to bedifcontented for not having their portion of the world 
laid out unto them, the not doing whereof gave occafion to 
this rebellion : and Japhers family likewife, defiring to go 
Weftward, would lay in fortheir parts too, fothat thedi- 
-vifion grew great and full ofttrouble. Mean while Nimrod 
thought ic his fafeft way tomake fure untohimfelfhis new 
‘upftarte government, and perceiving that Sem was in great 
repute inthe worldfor his Religion, and forefeeing that 
his neer neighbourhood in Ur, and the authority of his 
name might foon weken the affe&tions of his people to him, 
feeing alfo the unreplenifhed earth gave occafion to his fickle 
minded young crew, to be roving and {cattering to every 
new place they heard of to be fit for plantation, and fo 
he might come to be difected by them, and his kingdom ru- 
ined, ‘therefore he ( with the counfel of {uch as were chief 
about him, and firme tohis defigne ) ufed the bef humane 
policy they could to prevent thefe mifchiefs,heretpon they 
eoucluded, that they would build a city, and a cower of a 
huge hight, and magnitude, whereby co attain thefe two 
ends, firftto procure unto themfelves a Sem, a great name 
to balance the potent name of Sem, and fecondly tc keep 


the people together from being fcattered from him, having. 


with him both greatneffe, ftrengch and fafty. But thisis to 
be obferved that che very plocand policy which he ufed to 
eftablifh his kingdome, was the very way, and m:ansto 
bring it to utter ruine, infomuch that his kingdom: lafted 
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but a very few years: when foundations. are Jaid without 
God, the building ts unftable, andnot durable; for che 
Lord looking upon the great divifions and difcontent afore 
named, as alfo upon this proud rebellion, he wrought chat 
ftrange work of confounding their language, whereby they 

vere not only hindred ‘ntheir intended building, -and fet- 
ling together, but on the contrary were broken into fomany 
feveral companies as they fpake languages and. were 
thereby necefficated to be (cattered abroad over the face of 


all cheearth, to break their plots,;and accomplith Gods end 


in replenifhing the earth,thus Nimrods policy turned to his 
ruine, and his kingdome came toan utter end and confu- 
fion, God from heaven blafting that his rebellion againft 
the ancient government of the Fathers. | This confufion of 
languages fell not only upon N imrods crew of builders but 
alfouponall the difcontented people above mentioned, yea 
and afterwards upon others according as they apoftatized 
from the Church, and from paternal government. By this 
means now they were necellicaced,not only to be quiet from 
the great. divifions thac were among them, becanfe they 
could not underftand each others language, but now they 
were by a divine hand prepared to be fent out with quiet- 
nefsinto all parts of the earth, to offeffe , and fubdue the 
fame. And now was the feafon of th 

of the Fathers, for now the Fathers might wich more free= 
dome and quiet come cogether,and agree about the divifion 
ofthe whole earth, which agreement in brief was this. They 
- underftanding how the- midland Sea did cut in two the 


whole Continent of the Weftern world, (the coatts whicla. 


they all thirfted after ) they appointed Fapbet to poffeffe all 
the Ifles of the Sea, and che Northfide thereof, which( be=

eftward , they would not leavea. 


child, nor heute behind chem; nordo we read of any one 
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they buile, until they were fixed in their own deferted pof- 
{efGons 2 and furthermore ,. becaufe afterwards in Abrahams 
time Sem is found at Salem in Canaan, under the title of 
Melchifedeck, as itis conceived among fome of the fons of 
Cham, it may well be, that this great countel of the Fa- 
thers,afore mentioned, who divided the earch, and appea- 
fed the divifions of men, feeing anunjuft fpirit in the fa- 
milie of Gham, out of which Nimrod the rebel {prung, and 
fearing fome after difturbance by them,they did requeitSem 
to goe, and dwellin that place, there to be a King of righ- 
teou(neffe and peace among them, and tokeep quietniels in 
their pofterity ; that place being much about the centre, 
where allthe three families were bordering upon eacho- 
cher, though I refufe not alfo a prophetical forefight of the 
holy land, and holy City in that place, as fome think, to 
bea motive for his refidingthere. The place where this 
councilfof the Fathers was held, was Ur , becaufe there was 
the Church, Gods worfhip, and prefence molt eminently, 
and the confufion of languages fell not upon them, nor 
was the difcontent, and divifion among them, norany 
fparks of the rebellion, but quietnefs, and place therefore 5 
_thac was the only place, where the great councel could be 
held, andicis moft like thac chither came Noah, Sem, and 
other of the godly Fathers to dwell, all giving occalion for 
the council to beheldthere. Thefe manifoldand memora~ 
ble works of God, the Fathers faw good to record in the 
holy line of the promifed (eed, for Eber his fon of hope,be- 
ing about that time borne, hecalled hisname Peleg, which 
fignifies divifion, recording the great divifions in thofe daies, 
both among the Peoplejand efpecially of the divifion of the 
whole earth among them,for to make peace, and ajfothe 
divifion of languages, Ger. 10. 25. In his daies the earch 
was divided. Again, there being now many languages in 
the earth, the Fathers thoughc good co call the holy lan- 
guages which ftillicontinued in the Church,by che name of 
 Eter, who waschen in his flower, and ftood againit N? mr oe, 
and kept the {parkes of his rebellion from poyfoning che 
outh ofthe Church,whereby the Church was,by the favour 

of God, kept from the confulion both of rebellion and dil

content, and alfo of language ; that language therefore lefe 
in the Church, beareth his name Ebrew Faprets family 
{pake Greek, Latine, &c. Chams family Syriack, Egyptian, 
&c. The time whenchefe great agications were,is thus made 
manifelt : It was before provedcthat Nimrod was about the 
age of Eber, who, inthe thirty fourth year of his age, be- 
gat Peleg, who beareth che record of this confufion, and 
conclufion thereof : hence therefore Nimrod might beas 
boue twenty four years old, when he began his rebelli- 
on in the Eaft, and by fuch time as he was thirty four year 
o:dall the ftorme was over, and his company {cattered o- 
ver all che earth, and his upftarckingdome guice ruin’d, a- 
bout ror. years after the floud; fo that there may be ten 
years more or leffe, allowed him for that a&ion , che be- 
ginning of it being about ninty one years after the floud,. 

Thisis alfo confiderable in the holy ftory, that by the 
fame it doth appear, that none of Sems family were in this 
rebellion, becanfe it rofe inthe Ea/t, and they were al} re- 
moved weftward about fixty years before, and were fetled 
in their pofleffions, as isabove faid. Again it is not like, 
that any ofthe ancient Fathers of the familie of Fapret,no, 
nor of Ham, in whofe familie the rebellion fprung, were 
confencing in it: for whocan. think chat. che wife Fathers 
would fo. betray their anchority, as to fubjeé& cthemfelves 
toa boy oftwenty four yeares old, which was a {mall age 
inthofedong lived times. And thus ic doth now appear 
that the fame ground of faith, by which we believe Erope 
to be of Japhet, and Africa of Ham, we.alfo believeall the 
Eat parts of the world to be peopled by the pofterity of 
Sem, for though Elam or Parfia, bethe furtheft Eafterne 
bounds that were fo early planted, yet in as much as all 
the Eaftern world.was deferced torcally by the other two fa- 
multes, and the Scripture guideth us to further notice of 
planting the ERafterne world by the pofterity ofSem.. And 
feeing I have undertaken to thew that che firft planters of 
America were Ebrewes of Eber , who.wasoftheline of Sem, 
I muf bring down this hiftery of che firlt planting the world 
a licele furcher. :

wife all the people of the earth having their defired places 
of habitation, and vaft bounds to fpread themfelves unto, 
according asthe unity of language,or otherrelations might 
mould them into fit companies, & focieties, the whole bent 
of mens mindes, in fuch exigents, are to build 5 plant, fixe, 
aiid fetcle themfelves in the places of cheir-defire. Andno 
fooner could there be a company of young plants fprung 
up, fit fora new plantation, but the new divided world 
did afford them (ome defirable place or other, to draw them 
forth unto further and further {preadings, and-difperfions, 
infomuch that mens minds being thustaken up, and their 
hands imployed, and now alfo living at great diltances from 
each other, whereby all occafion of ftrife was taken away, 
hence the peacé'of all nations was not only continued, but 
grew ftrongerand ftronger, andall remembrance of former 
ftrife,and anger, buried and forgotten : And thus the daies 
of'peace and reft under the government of the Fathers were 
fill furcher continned, for che {pace of more themthirty

thought meet to leave a record of it to Gods praife, unto 
after age’, mthe name ofthe next fon of hope, imche holy — 
line of the promifedfeed, whom therefore his facher cal> 
led Serug, which fignifies full ayreemeut, which was more 
then fixty years after Nimrods rebellion was {cattered, and 

- one hundred fixty three yearsafter the floud. 

0° And thus: have we brought the! ftory of the firft times of 
the world after the foud, recorded truly ‘in no book, faving 
in the holy book of God, thus far finding them ftillin peace 
aud good agreement, [ will fo leave them, and not proceed 
to the after corruptions,and troubles that did arife,becaule

my [cope is,not to profecute and fet forch this ftory,bur only 
fhew, how the worlds was arft planced,, and by whomthg 
Eafterne parts of the carch, aud America were arf peopled, 


and poffefled. itt PR pas 
Gent. 10» 255 265 27> 28, 29530. We read that Eder his {e- 
condion was Jockt4z,, who had thirteen fons, now this is 
to be confidered, thar ic appeareth by, the. iffue, and effects, 
thar the fame fpiit and delice wasin all the Sons of Nosh, 
namely to goe weftward,; from the place where the Ark did 
reft, and that cshey did quite defert the Eafterne world, 
as not. being affected there to fix themfelves 5 which conf- 
deration doth afford feveral.confequences, of weight in this 
ftory. But fer our prefent purpofe confides this, 71%. that 
feeing the family of Sem was firft {ent forth upon this weft- 
erne expedition to replenifh che world, they did cake the 
next and See UARS for their poffeffion, as appeareth be- 
fore in the poffe ons of Elam, and Afbur, 8c. Afterwards 
the reft of the welterne world being divided to Japhet, and 
Ham, and poffefled by them, hence it doth follow, thatche 
whole Eafterne world is left to the familie of Sew. Now 
the moft confiderable places being taken up, and poffeffed 
by the elder Sons of the family, it remainech that thefe 
younger Sons,namely,the Sons of F-ktaz mutt be fent back 
into the Eafterne pares of the world, which had before been 
deferted, and untothe poffeffion of which, none of the fa- 
milie of the Sons of Noah hadany affection or defire. Hence 
therefore itmay appear, chac when this long tranquilitie 
of fixty years andupward (after Nimrods rebellion was 
brought. co nothing .)..did give oportunity of promoting 
plantations in, the world,, and of quiet and peaceable tran{- 
planting themfelves from place co place, for the injoyment 
of their inheritances afligned them by the Fathers; Thefe 
Sons of Fockran,about thetime of Serug’s birth, might be 
up-growny and prefent their defires, to che Fathers, to af- 
figne unto them.a.,portion im the poffetfion of the earth, 
which might well produce another great councel of the 
Fathers, co fetcle fo greatafainily : che conclufion and. 


produd& whereof was this, thatinas much as all che welt - 


gerne parts of che world were divided unto the two fami- 
i ‘lies 
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lies of Faphet and Ham, and the Ea@ left unto Sem, there- 
fore they could not expe& any wefterne poffeffions to be 
affigned unto them, there wereno more wefterne expedici~ 
ons to be made: feeing alfothacall neer parts unto Ur 
(where the Churchand Fathers of the holy line did live, 
andit ts hike, this and other councels were held) were al- 
ready taken up and poffeffed, ic remaines therefore , chat 
now the Fathers muft affigne them poffeffions in the Eaft 
parts oftheworld, and whereas all former expeditions for 
plantations were weftward , now they make an expedi- 
tion Ealtward, and fend forth a great familie, the grand- 
children of Eber, to poffeffe the Eafterne world, which 
though it had been deferted in forner times, out of a thirfty 
defire afterthe wefterne parts of the earth, yet now all o- 
ther parts being divided ) here isa great family that like to 
travel Eaftward for their inheritance: and as the Fathers 
of this familie were the firftthat had a {pirit to go Eaft- 
ward, to poffefle the Eafterne world, fothey are the laft 
that received their portions by the council of the F achers, 
among thefe families unto whom the Lord faith, the whole 
earth was divided. Gen. 10. : . 

This great Eafterne expedition had this thing memora- 
ble in it,chat they journeying from their srandfatherEber’ s 
poflefions, chey muft of neceflity, at leaft fundry of them, 
paffe through feveral poffeffed and planted countries, and 
ef{pecially through che vait countrey of Elams poffeffion, 
which. yer, chrough the wifdome, and the care of the Fa. 
thers, they did fafely perform, which was efpecially fur- 
thered by the opportunity of the great peace and tranqui- 
icy, that all the world did injoy in chofe daies, through the 
good bleiling of the Lord,they did peaceably, and with good 
accord aid agreement every family paft into his own 
place to take up his affigned poffeffion, which great favour 
ot God, for furtherance of the plantation of the World, 
no’ doubt is comprehended in the fignification of Serug’s 
name, becaufe that was a great figne and fruit of full agree= 
ment, and peace, thusto further the paffage of people 
through planted nations to cake up their Eaftertie poffeili- 
ous. . And thus it appeareth by the holy ftory, that-as the * 
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whole Eafterne world is the portion of Sem, foall the 
Eafterne world eaftward of Elam is the portion of Eber; and 
no other family couldbe fent beyond them, becaufe foon 
after this expidition great corruptions, oppotitions,and di. 
vifions did arife,as might be fhewed, which would have fhut 
the door againftany more fuch undertakings ; nor need we 
» give reafons,that there were no more plantations and difiri- 
butions made by the Fathers, becaufe theword of God 
faith, that thofe were the laft, andall : Hence therefore we 
may, not only wich faith, but alfo wich demonttration, fay, 
that fruitful India are Hebrewes, that famous civil (though 
Ydolatrous ) nation of China are Hebrewes, fo Fapenia, and 
thefe naked. Americans are Hebrewes, in re{peé of chofe 
that planted firft thefe parts of the world: The family of 
Sem was the chiefeft Church of the world fince the flood, 
among the Sons of Noah, becaufethe holy line of Chrift did 
run in his family,yetthe policy of the Church was, as was 
alfo the civil policy paterna], and that was the univerfal 
policy afterthe floudamong all the Sons of Noah, as it had 
been through allthe old world: and though the Church 
held, by Gods gracious, providence its greateft glory in the 
holy line of Chrift, yet it is crue that go’ Jinefs, and Re- 
ligion was in many other families, even in the pofterity of 
Canaan: That policy therefore, Religion, and language 
did Ebers fons bring into the Eafterne world, and planted 
the fame from its frft beginning of plantation; this poli- 
cy was in force till God fhooke it, and difalowed it, by the 
comming in of Mofes pilicy,which he did appropriate to the 
familie of Abrabam,which familie, and the Church in it,the 
Lord fent weftward, and planted them-in @ Skert of Hams 
inheritance: And alchough the Lord ftill followed the line 
of Sem, and Eber, until Cbrift, yet he hook offall Sems po- 
fterity, fave that one line of Alrabam in Mofes daies: And 
when Chrift came and changed the policy of Mofes, which 
was national , into the Gofpel-policy of congregational 
Churches, and fpread it into the world, the Church ftul 
went weftward imto thefamilies of Japhet, and Hem,and 
Sems familie was wholy deferted , faving that once men- 
tion is made of Saints at Babylon, and hiftory telleth of 
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The Conjectures of Mr. John Elliot 
Thomas the Apoftle,in one part of Indiajbut thefe are {mall 
matters in comparifon of the vait Eafterne world , the huge 
pofterity of Sem , andoh the depth of Gods divine wifdom, 
and counfel !thac his firft-born Church fhouldbe fo long 
neglegted by him, and when willic be Godstime to open the 
door of gracetothem? May tt not be worthy of confide- 
ration, that when Ezekiels Gofpel-temple (a mifery yet 
unto us ) fhall be meafured, the Eafterne gate 1s firft mea- 
fured, Ezek. 40. 6. again when the glory of the Lord 
cometh into that glorious Temple, he is upon his Wefterne 
progreffe, and firft enters that Temple at the Eafterne gate, 


Ezek, 43. 1,253. Sc. again the frontifpeece of thac Tem~- 


ple is Eajtward, Ezek. 47.and thofe pretious waters of that 
San&tuary, fo wholfome, powerfull, and precious, they run 
Eaftward into the Eaft land, and the further Eajtward che 
more deep &wonderful they be: doch not ali this fhew,thac 
there {hall bea glorious Church in all the Eafterne world ? 
And God grant chat the old bottles of the Wefterneiworld 
be not fo uncapable of the new wine of Chrift his expedted 
Kingdom, thatthe Eafterne bottles be not the only enter- 


tainers thereof for a feafon. ) 

Remember Lord the everlafting Covenant and Prieft- 

hood of Melchifedeck, to whom they paid Tiches in che lines 
of Abrabam, and let all che earth again fay, bleffed be the 
LordGod of Sem, and when fhall all ancient Hebrewes a~ 
gain {peak the language of Canaan. Ie is worthy of confi- 
deration, that feeing the confufion of languages fell noc 


upon F bers family ( a work of God foe.ninent that the Fa-_ 


thers have lefcit upon record, by calling the ancient holy 
language by Eber’s name ) how it fhould come to paffe chat 
his pofterity have loft his language, andis fallen under the 
breach of that confufion. If the holy language was kepe 
for the Churches ufe, as it feemethto be, thenceit might 
follow, that as they degenerated from the Church, and 
the ancient government and the holy waies of God,fo they 
fell under the reach of chat confufion: and may. it nor be 
worth the fearcuing afcer, whether ail che Eafterne world, 
the pofterity of Eber, have not more foorfteps of the He- 


brew language, at leaft in the gramatical frame of the lan- 
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Touching the Americans. 
guage, thanthe wefterne world hath. Ic feemeth to me, 
by that little infight I have, that the gramatical frame of 
our Indiaw language cometh xeerer to the Hebrew, than the 
Latine, or Greek do: andif fo, then, may it not be conli- 
derable, thac the difperfion of the Ten Tribes_tothe ut- 
moftends of the Earth eaftward, into the Eafterne world 
( which the Scripture threarneth frit , Deut. 28. 64.. and 
after teftifieth that way, 2 Kim, 17. 6. 23. hath lefle feveri- 
ty of punifhment in ity being difperied into the countries 
of Sem, and among the polterity of Eber, whofe language 
and fpirit was not wholely ftrange unto them: whereas 
Fudab, when they were difperted, ic was weltward, to the 
uttermoft ends of the Wefterne world, and among a peo- 
ple whofe language was utterly ftrange unto them, being 
children of another ftock and {pirit , and among whom 
they found greater affli€tion, in as.much as her fins were 
greater than the fins of her filter Samaria. Ezek.1%. 4654735 
51,52. Is not this alfo confiderable, that as Samaria and 
the Ten Tribes were firft in the“captivity, and leaftin the 
offence, fo may fhe not be firft Mitne return? Ezek, 16. 53; 
545 55: feemeth to fpeak that way: and doth not the Lord 
feemtofay, Ezek, 37. 19. that he will firft lay hold on the 
ftick of Fofeph inthe handsof Ephraim, who was the head 
ofthe Ten Tribes? and laftly,doch not the Lord feem to fay, 
Ezek. 16. 61. that afcer Fudab is converted, how ever 
Ephraim may have priority of time, yet Fudab hall have 
priority of eminency in all other refpects 5 Touching the 
Ten Tribes, thefe confiderations may feem noc.unworthy 
to be thought upon,

For the grounds andthe reafons of our coming hither, 
no doubt but they were manifold, according to che mani~

- ons that were prevalent in in che mindes of them that 

came, yea, among the godly, there may well beconceived™ 

variety of grounds moving to this vaft and difiicule under- 
taking, andamong the Chriftian and religious grounds and

with that caution. “Nor would I cake the imputation of 
carnal ends with the left hand, bue rather as an intimati- 
on from Godto try ourends and grounds, and caft out 
{uch things as do offend. Grounds and ends are fecret 
things from the fight of other men, who will ever judge of 
chem by their fruits, and therefore our beft way to prove 
unto men that our grounds and ends aré Religious, 1s, to 
let itappearco be fo, by our religious waies aad works, that 
here we dowalkein. Afluredly,ifany do comchither to 
greaten their wealth, and comforts in this world, who had 
any confiderabbe beingin England, I believe by fuch time 
as he had confli&ed with our wildernefle wants, difficulties, 
uncertainties,temptations,& raw beginnings,he wanted noc 
matter of abundant conviGion ofthe great folly of conting 
out ofan old fecledand cultur’d land intova wildernefleto 
mend his means of living ; that this is alfo crue,that fach as 
~ lived inEngland upon cheir handy labours,and bad nothing 
1 toliye on, have nota likcle mend-d their ourward mene | a 
‘aca force tie

The Conjectures of Mr. John Elhot 
of living: Buc that’ was not thecondition of fuch upon 
whofe fhonlders the weight of this great work hath lyen, 
who have, by coming hither, changed a comfortable being 
for the outward man into a-conditton full of labour, toile, 
forrow, wants, and temptations of a wilderneffe , which 
dwellers in England cannot fo well Cee, weigh, or pitry,but 
the Lordcan. We were not afhamed in E2gland( and we 
have leffe caufe now ) to owne our diftaftes of mens im pof- 
ing their ceremonies it the holy worfhip of God, and the 
non-conformity both of our judgement, and practice unto 
fuch a way ; nordid the terrors of a prifon, or whate+ 


ver elfe might follow, anfwer or conquer our confciences © 


in thac caufe, for the caufe was Gods : and yec when God 
opened a door of quiet departure, and liberty to enjoy the 
holy worfhip of God,not according to the fantafies of man, 
but according to the word of God, without fuch humane 
additions and novelcies, we thought it better for us to give 
way by departing quietly and leaving the feldtothem that 
were mafters of it, than to ftand uplonger in oppoltion; 
and I cannot fee why any fhould caft upon this our quiet 
departure the imputation of rending : We have reafon to 
think, that many who fate acthat helm, did like well of 
that our deparcure,and {aid let them go in peace, expefting 


cohave ftoodcheir ground the more firme by our removal. _ 


Some have blamed our departure upon another point, v7z. 
a giving back inthe caufe, and deferring chemin the con- 
Ai&, but fuch fhould have done well toconfider, that the 
caufe was not the fame, northe flate of times alike, when 
we departed, and they complained. Affuredly che better 
part of our plantations did undercake the enterprife with a 
fifferine minde, and whoever fhall do fuch a thing, muft be 


fo armed or elfe he will not beable to hold outin the work: 


to part with ournative country, a fetled habitation, dear 
friends, houfes, lands and many worldy comforts, to go 
into a wildernefs wherenothing appeareth but hard labour, 
wants, and wilderneffe-tcemptations ( ftumble not country- 
“men, at therepetition of chat word, wilderneffe-tempta- 

tions ) of which icis written, that they aretryiig times, 
and places, Deut. 8. there muftbe more then golden hopes 
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to, bear up the godly wife m fuch an undertaking, but 
when the injoyment of Chrift in his: pure Ordinancesas 
better to thefoul, chan all: wordly comforts, then thefe 
things are but light affi@ions,come they never fo big in the 
eye ofreafon: I remember, we were wont to ufe unco each 
other.this proverb, before we came ,:that brown bread and 
the Gofpel is good chear, and through grace we have lear~ 
ned that leffon a litcle further inithis place, namelyjnthat 
no bread and the Gofpel isfo gooda choile, as that we have 
been ( in our poor meafure)) thankful for che one when we 
have beencrying for the other,Had our aime,and defire been 
gold or tobacco,wherewicth. many have inriched themfil ves 
in ‘America, and more deltroyed their fouls, we fhould not 
havecome into fo Northeérnly a‘climet,where the eagernefle 
of thecold doth fo vehemently refift the: Sundin that royal 
generation of gold, orhigh concoéion of the plants, or. had 
our aime been toinrich our felves with rich Furs , we muft 
not have come into fo Southerly a-climec, the heat whereof 
gives not fo, acceptable entercainment unto‘ thofe richly 
clad creatures, as colder places do ; But we chofe a place 
where nothing in probability was tobe expe&ted, but Reli- 
ligion, poverty, and hard labour, a compoficion that God ¥ 
doth ufually.cake moftipleafure in, and therefore chofen by 1) 
the undertakers of this plantation; and accordingly as the >) 
bounty 6f the Lord hath bleffedour labours unto any de+ 
gree of plenty and profperity,itis too vifible, andapparent, = 
chat we.are ready to grow worfe in point of Religion ; and 
that convicteth us, that if Religious men make the world 
their. aime, it will prove deftruGive to Religion, ye cannot 
ferve God and. Maamon... And hence charity may or 
chink, that wife godlyamen. fhould look folow in this great 
enterprife, andif any didmake chat their mark in coming 
tochis place, let chat fufficeto convince their folly, in that 
fomany havereturned home from us,who might take up the 
faying. of Naomi, I went forch fullandam recurned empty. 
But above all other men, Minilfters'chat came to New-Eng- 
land.to get a benefice there, becaufe they couldget none 1? 
old England, or to geta better herethan theyhad,they did 


quite miffe the make, forif aman were fo undefireable 
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chat he could not get imployment in England, his labours 
would be of leffe accompt here,among fo many feeing eyes ; 
and fure he had buta very mean benetice,thae could noraf 
ford as comfortable a fubfiftance,as moft places here. thank 
the Lord, I am not inatemptation to complain, eicher of 
Gods bounty, or the peoples love, and yet I know Minifters 
that are neceflicated to labourwith their hands, and do ma» 
ny mean offices for meer neceflicy, both. through want of 
fervants; andfome ochercomforts too, andyet I do think, 
that the brightnefs of the grace and power of Jefus Chrift 
hath fhined intheir Miniftry more than ever, and the more 
( [believe ) for their tryals. And New-Exgland can name 
many learned, holy, and peaceable, and felfe-denying Mi- 
afters, who wanted no means of plentiful livelyhood in 
Esgland, and are contented with poor matters. It istrue, 
we had that vented among us,their new-fanglessunto much 
grief, and offence of the godly but they have fele the power 
of che difcipline of Chrit in the Church, and of civil g0- 
wvernment in. the 9o.mon wealth unto the reclaiming of 
fome, and therefore God will not charge their fin upon 
New-England, what ever men may do, when fin fhall receive 
its due cenfure, the land willbeinnocent; andbecaufe, in 
allufon to your old kingdome of Eaftangles , you called 
us Novangles, theword of New-fanglesis put upon us, bue 
it isa more happy and true cadency of the word, Novangles 
into. No fangles.thus they torturethe word to make it {peak 
us fo bad. Theve was indeed oite, many years fince, an un- 
comfortable paroxifme among us. though the erring party 
abufed Mr. Cotters authority further then he approved of, 
and by this the Lord taught‘us,. that we areall but men, 
and Mr. Cottes wasbnea man, though far from that cor- 
ruption of judgement, or pertenacity of defencethat is re 
ported of him, But let all mentake notice what end the 


Lord made of thofe troubles, and were that well obferved, 


fuch as hope for pardon of their own fwervings from the 
mercies of Jefus Chriit,who ufech co blot out our iniquicies, 
end remember them no more, would not , yea could net fo 


rake up thofe buryed bones, long fince pardoned beth by 


God and man, to caft an odivm upon fuch aman, whofe 
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name willbe a pretious oyntment poured forth, do what 
they can. Nay, ic will unavoidably reflec&t upon themfelves, 
and fall upontheir own heads,who ever fhall with fuch fn- 
gers touch ‘fuch Prophets of Ged , as that good man was : 
he after bewailed thofe evilsin publick , and efpecially on 
daies of humiliation, publick, or private, and when he lay 
upon his death-bed, many Elders of the Churches about, 
being at the le@Qure,went together to vific him, unto whom, 
among other gracious words,he did make an holy and hum-~ 
ble remembrance of thofe daies, fo as that caufed much 
weeping among us. He isnow at reft, and beyond the reach 
of fuch arrowes, which, being out fhot will return, and 
piercethe heartsof fuchas fhoot them , which wounds en- 
ding incrue repentance, they willthen forgive Mr. Cottons 
and God for Chrift his fake will forgive them. 

As for that great queftion of otrTitle to thelands we here 
poffeffe, our general practice hath been to purchafe of the 
natives what we enjoy ;andnot only fo, but it is frequent 
alfo with them to invite the Englife unto fit places for 
Townes, becaufe of the benefit they “reteive by our neigh- 
pourhood, and fo long as we holdtothefe principles, and 
walk by chem,no man ‘can have any thing juitly to impeach 
our Titles fo far as I conceive 5 but if wefhould recede from 
thofe principles and praftices, I know not what apologie 
niay be made tofuch a cafe. Some exprefle their fears of 
fome corruption to be the latent {prings, that move inthe 
worke of preachingtothe Indians , and this [take with 
my right hand, as an wholfome advertifement , and fub- 
monition, I beg of God to help me fincerely to fay as Da- 
vid, Pfal. 141.5. fuch fmitings hall not break my head, but 
be as 4 pretious ointment. Tam but a man, and atn fensible, 
that Inesd fuch advertifements or any otherthat may help 
meinmy dayly confli& wich che’body of fh, Ido dayly 
fear fuch evils, and many more becaule of fugh feares, for 


it may be fome quick-fighted men have feen tome fuch hints. _
